"In tho round reccptiicio is the marble 


dust, nnd tho vitriol drips on it and gen- 
erates tho gas. Tho gas, however, not ho- 
Ing pure oarucnic acid, it has to pass 
through various 'purifiers,' being conveyed1 
there in block tin tubes. In the 'purifiers1 
is water, which gradually absorbs all tho 
foreign components of tho gas. 
When 


finally pure tlio gas is pumped into vessels 
holding water. To bring about a thorough 
mixtjroof thu water and gas tho water In 
constur.tly asilated by steam power. Tho 
sirup is conducted to the bottling machine 
in separate pipos, nnd then by means of, a 
pump is put into tho bottle, and tho latter, 
it small, is closed with a patent stopper; if 
of quart size it is tightly closed with an or- 
dinarli cork, wired, tin-1'oilod and labeled. 
One of the principal things in making good, 
wholesome soda-water is tho water. .

Fountains arc. kept in drug stores, restau- 
rants, confectioneries, etc., and hold as a 
rule from six to ton gallons each. In pflco 
they vary from $150 to $1,000 each and over. 
Mauy big drug stores make their own soda 
watc'r and their own sirups, of course, and 
own thcii- fountains as well. But the bulk 
of ihn fountains arc furnished by a concern 
that n:ukcs the manufacture of fountain 
soda and tho renting out of fountains By 
tho season its exclusive- business. Ixow, 
then each fountain is filled with water and 
the '"as is conveyed into it by means of 
nines and then tfio fountain is placed on a 
!rocker' mid its couarats rocltea as If it 
verc a craulc-orJy longer. Then tho £a3 
becomes throughly mixed with tho water. 
\s the contents of thfc fountain aro used up 
another ono takes its place. There aro 
about twenty sirups used mostly for foun- 
tain soda. And each sirup, despite the con- 
trary assertion of tbo funny paragraphers, 
is in a receptacle Ol its own and conveyed 
Into the soda by a sepal-ate pipe. Of course, 
there is no pineapple in ' pineapple' sirup, 
no more than there Is ot strawberry or rasp- 
berry or banana. But tho juice which takes 
its place tastes just as nice and IB just as 
harmless. In chocolate, and cocoa and coff eo 
there IB tho gonutno thing, however, and in 
lemon sirup thero is soino lomon oil, mid In 
vanilla some extract of vanilla. So that's 
fair enough."
